Working  Party  in  Pharmacy. — A  Work- 
g  Party  has  been  appointed  by  the  Min- 
ter  of  Health  and  Secretary  of  State  for 
:otland  to  investigate  differences  in  phar- 
acists'  work  in  England  and  Wales  and 
Scotland  in  dispensing  and  supplying 
edicines  and  appliances,  with  particular 
ference  to  the  position  likely  to  arise 
ider  the  National  Health  Service.  The 

orking  Party  comprises  two  pharmacists 


from  England  and  Wales  (Messrs.  G.  H.  M. 
Graham  and  D.  A.  Bryan),  and  two  from 
Scotland  (Messrs.  A.  A.  Meldrum  and  J. 
Shields),  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr. 
William  Penman,  M.B.E.  (a  past-president 
of  the  Institute  of  Actuaries).  The  investi- 
gation will  probably  extend  from  mid- 
November,  1947,  to  mid-February,  1948. 
It  is  hoped  from  the  information  collected 
to  establish  the  facts  concerning  such  differ- 
ences -as  may  exist.  Pharmacists  selected 
by  the  chairman  will  receive  from  him,  on 
behalf  of  the  two  Ministers,  a  special  in- 
vitation to  assist  in  the  investigation.  Their 
willing  co-operation,  states  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  is  essential  for  the  success  of  the 
inquiry. 

Hospital    Pharmacists'    Overalls. — The 

third  report  of  the  Joint  Negotiating  Com- 
mittee (Hospital  Staffs),  published  recently, 
includes  a  recommendation  that  overall 
coats  for  hospital  pharmacists  should  be 
provided  and  laundered  by  employing 
authorities.  The  report  also  states  that  the 
£50  per  annum  salary  increase  recom- 
mended in  February  (see  C.  &  D.,  February 
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8,  p,  170,  and  April  19,  p.  438)  should 
apply  to  all  full-time  staff  including  those 
who  salaries  are  "  at  the  discretion  of  the 
employing  authority." 

Chemicals  an  Essential  Industry. — 
The  Association  of  British  Chemical  Manu- 
facturers has  drawn  the  attention  of  its 
members  to  a  statement,  made  recently  by 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr. 
Harold  Wilson),  that,  in  general,  the  first 
duty  of  the  chemical  industry  was  to  supply 
other  industries  which  had  been  given 
export  targets,  and  to  supply  essential  home 
needs  ;  any  remaining  production  would  be 
available  for  export.  The  Association  has 
also  stated  that,  although  no  reference  was 
made  to  it  in  the  recent  Control  of  Engage- 
ments Order  (see  C  &  D.,  October  4,  p. 
413),  the  Government  regards  the  chemical 
industry  as  essential.  The  Association  fears 
that  misunderstanding  of  the  Order  may 
lead  to  the  direction  of  workers  to  other 
industries. 

London  Nursing  Exhibition. — Products 
for  use  in  infant  feeding  and  in  invalid  die- 
tary, and  foods  for  supplementing  ordinary 
diet,  were  prominently  displayed  by  many 
of  the  exhibitors  at  the  thirty-second  annual 
London  Nursing  Exhibition,  held  in  Lon- 
don, October  20-24.  Those  on  duty  at  the 
stands  were  kept  busy  supplying  informa- 
tion about  their  company's  products  to  the 
visitors,  and  there  were  many  favourable 
comments  on  the  more  scientific  outlodk 
betrayed  by  the  questions,  particularly  by 
those  of  the  newer  entrants  to  the  nursing 
profession.

The  drugs,  which 
included  a  number  of  scheduled  poisons,  had  pre- 
viously been  on  tour  with  the  company  in  Edin- 
burgh, Newcastle  and  elsewhere,  but  were  not  found 
until  the  show  was  put  on  in  London.  They 
appeared  to  have  lain  untouched  in  the  cabinet  (illus- 
trated above)  for  about  a  decade.  The  only  D.D. 
item,  a  1-oz.  jar  of  ung.  cocaine  4  per  cent.,  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  Home  Office.

Irish  Drug  Association. — Mr.  M.  Cos- 
tello  (president)  was  in  the  chair  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  committee  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association,  held  in  Dublin  on  October  13. 
Members'  attention  was  drawn  to  the  list 
prices  for  packed  glucose  powder ;  it  was 
pointed  out  that  price  reductions  advised 
by  manufacturers  should  not  be  put  into 
operation  until  advised  by  the  Association, 
A  discussion  took  place  on  the  Industrial 
Efficiency  and  Prices  Bill,  1947,  which  is 
designed  to  extend  the  functions  of  the 
Prices  Commission,  and  to  transmit  into 
permanent  legislation  most  of  the  powers 
relating  to  price  control  carried  out  under 
Emergency  Powers  Orders  during  the  war 
years,  and  to  exercise  control  over  any  asso- 
ciation which  atempts  to  regulate  minimum 
prices.  The  Committee,  it  was  stated,  was 
watching  the  position  and  members  would 
be  further  advised  when  necessary.  After  a 
discussion  on  the  increased  customs  duty 
imposed  on  cosmetics  in  the  supplementary 
budget  in  the  Dail  recently,  members,  were 


advised  not  to  increase  retail  prices  unti 
directed  by  the  Committee  except  on  ini 
portations  which  had  become  liable  to  th 
increased  tax. 

THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT 

The  House  lost  no  time  in  getting  t 
grips  with  the  economic  situation  when  i 
reassembled  on  October  21.  The  King' 
Speech  foreshadowed  nationalisation  of  th 
gas  industry  and  amendment  of  the  Pai 
liament  Act  of  1911 — which  drew  muc 
criticism — and  the  subsequent  debat 
brought  in  Sir  Stafford  Cripps  with  his  firs 
speech  as  Economic  Minister,  announcin 
ration  and  raw  materials  cuts,  and  placin 
heavy  emphasis  on  the  need  for  increasei 
exports. 

Sir  Stafford  said  that,  to  get  a  sujffi 
cient  volume  of  goods  for  export,  manu 
facturers  must  be  assured  of  the  necessar 
fuel  and  raw  materials,  and  must  also  tak 
from  the  home  market  certain  goods  pecu 
liarly  suitable  for  export,  especially  t 
dollar  countries.  The  Government,  h 
said,  had  planned  to  assure  to  industr 
100  per  cent,  of  its  coal  requirements  fo 
the  six  winter  months.  For  this,  the  coa 
had  first  to  be  mined,  but  the  Governmen 
believed  that  they  would  get  enough  coa 
to  see  the  country  through  the  winter — ant 
"  whatever  happened  "  they  would  try  t< 
see  that  industry  got  its  needs. 

Machinery  for  Export 

He  warned  that  more  industrial  machin 
ery  would  be  taken  for  export  and  appeale( 
to  industry  to  postpone  purchases  o 
machinery  which  were  not  absoluteh 
essential  immediately.  He  laid  grea 
stress,  also,  on  the  need  for  high  quality 
on  which  the  saleability  of  British  export: 
depended.  Britain  suffered  from  the  ex 
port  of  some  goods  of  inferior  quality,  anc 
he  appealed  to  every  exporter  to  redouble 
his  efforts  to  see  that  British  quality  stand- 
ards were  fully  maintained.  Costs  of  produc- 
tion must  be  reduced  through  greater  effi- 
ciency and  the  more  constant  and  smooth 
flow  of  materials.  Production  methods  must 
be  re-examined  in  the  light  of  the  latest  ex- 
perience. Restrictive  practices  must  go.  Both 
sides  of  industry,  said  Sir  Stafford,  had 
agreed  to  postpone  the  coming  into  opera- 
tion of  the  Pre- War  Trade  Practices  Act, 
1942.  The  extra  exports  and  the  import 
cuts — which  included  £25  million  of  raw 
materials — would  still  leave  the  country 
with  an  adverse  dollar  balance  of  £5,250 
millions  a  year  at  the  end  of  1948.

;utical  Convention  in  Toronto.  In  addi- 
to  three  leading  associations,  various 
tialler  bodies  were  represented  there, 
he  attendance  exceeded  1,000.    With  the 


assistance  of  Mr.  Marns,  Mr.  E.  Brier,  Dr. 
Kelly  and  others,  Mr.  Skinner  assembled 
a  significant  group  of  statistics  relating  to 
dispensing  and  to  other  retail  activities. 
Even  such  a  feature  as  dispensing  by  medi- 
cal practitioners  was  tabulated.  So  much 
has  been  written  on  the  alleged  swamping 
of  the  dispensing  department  in  United 
States  pharmacies  by  soda  fountains,  snack 
bars  and  so  forth  that  it  is  of  interest  to 
read  that  in  St.  Louis,  at  any  rate,  "  the 
prescription  department  is  responsible  for 
the  most  impulse  selling,  resulting  in  mul- 
tiple sales."  Moreover,  the  acknowledged 
importance  of  pharmacies  of  a  professional 
type  was  clearly  indicated. 

The  Broader  View 

It  has  seemed  worth  while  to  call  atten- 
tion to  these  two  articles  for  a  topical  rea- 
son.    In   addition  to  the  tonic  effect  of 
gaining  impressions  from  workers  in  fresh 
surroundings,  there  is   at  the  moment  a 
special  value  in  realising  that  professional 
and  business  people  in  other  lands  are  not, 
as  a  rule,  obsessed  by  thoughts  on  hard 
times.    Heads  of  manufacturing  houses  re- 
turn from  trade  visits  overseas  with  healthy 
optimism.    Those  of  us  who  are  unable 
to  make  similar  journeys  can  enlarge  our  in- 
terests with  the  help  of  a  judicious  selection 
of  foreign  books  and  journals.    In  the  case 
of  the  United  States  these  sources  of  in- 
formation are  ample.      As  a  background, 
the  excellent  "  History  of  Pharmacy  "  by 
Dr,    Edward    Kremers    and    Dr.  George 
Urdang  may  be  consulted.     How  many 
contemporary    United    States  periodical 
publications  there  are  I  do  not  know ;  but 
from  a  list  given  in  the  "  American  Journal 
of  Pharmaceutical  Education  "  in  1945  I 
infer  that,  as  might  be  expected,  the  num- 
ber considerably  exceeds  the  corresponding 
figure  for   this   country,    Mr.  Heseltine's 
article  shows  that  in  organisation  for  trade 
purposes  American   pharmacy   has  some- 
thing to  learn  from  this  country.    The  list 
of    institutions   headed    by   the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  has  no  counterpart 
there.  The  fate  of  pharmaceutical  publica- 
tions in  ex-enemy  countries,  particularly 
Germany,  whose  technical  periodicals  for- 
merly were  an  excellent  European  source 
of  information,  is  at  the  moment  a  little 
obscure.   It  may  be  doubted  whether,  even 
if  published,  they  will  be  able  for  some  time 
to  come  to  make  any  worthwhile  contribu- 
tion to  the  sum  of  pharmaceutical  know- 
ledge.

The  boxes  were  delivered 
December,  but  he  put  them  aside  without 
ening  the  packages  because  they  were  too 
e  for  the  Christmas  trade.  After  receiv- 
l    a    complaint    from    a    customer  in 


January,  he  examined  the  boxes  and  found 
that  some  of  them  would  not  take  the 
bottles  of  perfume ;  that  the  fittings  came 
out  of  others  when  the  bottles  were 
removed  after  being  fixed  in  them ;  and 
that  the  doors  dropped  off  still  others.  After 
that  he  sent  no  more  out,  because  he  did 
not  want  complaints.  Mr.  Joseph  Strang, 
distributor,  Ipswich,  said  defendants  sent 
him  half-a-dozen  boxes  as  samples  after  he 
had  ordered  twelve  dozen.  When  he  opened 
the  container  in  which  the  samples  arrived, 
they  were  not  in  a  fit  state  to  give  to  his 
travellers.  He  thought  they  were  far  too 
fragile,  and  cancelled  the  order. 

Expert's  View 

An  expert  witness  who  examined  one  of 
the  boxes  said  there  were  air  gaps  because 
the  joints  were  not  properly  made.  He 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  thinness  of 
the  material  had  nothing  to  do  with  its 
strength.  The  judge  said  he  regarded  the 
expert's  evidence  as  very  important.  It 
meant  that  the  boxes  made  by  plaintiffs 
were  inferior  in  workmanship.  He  did  not 
think  it  was  a  case  of  a  specification  having 
been  made  by  defendants  for  plaintiffs  to 
follow,  but  that  the  reliance  was  entirely 
by  Mr.  Kay  on  plaintiff's  manager  to  pro- 
vide something  reasonably  fit  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  required.  The  claim 
would  therefore  be  dismissed  with  costs  to 
defendants,  and  the  counter-claim  for  the 
return  of  the  £100  paid  on  account  must 
succeed,  again  with  costs  to  defendants.  He 
did  not  think  there  was  evidence  on  which 
he  could  award  damages  for  loss  of  profit.

SESQUICENTENARY  DINNER 

The  150th  anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Ilford,  was  cele- 
brated at  a  dinner,  held  on  October  15,  at 
which  some  130  members  of  the  staff  were 
guests.  A  toast  to  the  company  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  John  Hanbury  (Allen  &  Han- 
burys,  Ltd.)  who,  describing  the  connection 
which  had  existed  between  the  two  houses, 
said  William  Allen  and  Luke  Howard  had 
been  in  partnership  for  some  years  from 
I7Q7.  They  had  parted  company  in  about 
1806,  William  Allen  continuing  the  old 
business  at  Plough  Court  and  going  on  to 
establish  the  business  of  Allen  &  Hanburys, 
while  Luke  Howard  carried  on  the  manu- 
facture of  chemicals  at  Plaistow.  The 
works  had  subsequently  been  moved  first  to 
Stratford  and  then  to  Ilford.  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Hugh  LI.  Howard,  M.C.  (T.D.), 
replied  to  the  toast.  Other  speakers 
pointed  out  that  Messrs.  Howards'  was  one 
of  the  comparatively  rare  businesses  which 
had  been  handed  down  from  father  to  son 
for  five  generations ;  all  the  present  direc- 
tors were  members  of  the  family.  Mr. 
Geoffrey  E.  Howard  (chairman),  proposing 
the  health  of  the  staff,  said  that  the  staff 
had  increased  in  number  from  about 
twenty-five  to  more  than  a  hundred  since  he 
had  entered  the  company.  He  was  pleased 
that  the  number  was  still  not  too  large 
for  a  close  personal  relationship  to  exist 
with  the  directors.  Mr,  Helliar  replied, 
and  called  on  Mr.  Hersom  to  present  to  the 
board  a  silver  inkstand  to  which  the  staff 
had  subscribed.  A  toast  to  the  houses 
associated  with  Messrs.  Howards  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Bernard  Howard,  and 
General  Sir  Geoffrey  W.  Howard,  K.C.B., 
C.M.G.,  D.S.O.,  replied.  A  telegram  of 
regret  for  his  absence  was  received  from 
Mr,  Alfred  G.  Howard  who,  it  was  stated, 
had  served  the  company  for  sixty-seven 
years  and  still  regularly  attended  board 
meetings,  A  message  was  sent  to  Mr.  G. 
Hireson,  a  pensioner  of  the  company. 
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TOILET  PREPARATIONS  AND  PERFUMERY 
MANUFACTURERS'  FEDERATION 


The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the 
second  annual  report  (1946-47)  of  the  Toilet 
Preparations  and  Perfumery  Manufacturers^ 
Federation  of  Great  Britain,  presented  to 
the  third  annual  general  meeting  of  mem- 
bers, held  in  London  on  Thursday,  October 
23. 

The  home  trade  rate  of  licensing  has 
been  increased,  and  an  export  bonus  scheme 
has  been  introduced  enabling  those  mem- 
bers who  developed  their  export  trade  to 
add  correspondingly  to  their  permitted 
home  trade.  1947  has  been  a  most  disap- 
pointing year.  It  can  be  described  as  one 
largely  of  "  ups  and  downs,"  which  have 
made  it  most  difficult  for  any  manufacturer 
to  look  ahead  and  plan  for  the  future  with 
any  degree  of  confidence ;  the  year  has  not 
brought  the  progress  which  had  been  hoped 
for  in  1946.  The  Board  of  Trade  did  not 
see  eye  to  eye  with  the  Federation  on  the 
amplification  of  the  bonus  scheme,  and  the 
amendments  which  were  introduced  by  no 
means  went  so  far  as  the  Federation  had 
hoped. 

Export  Difficulties 

The  fuel  crisis  had  its  effect  directly  upon 
production  in  the  industry  ;  in  itself  this 
was  not  so  serious,  as  most  firms  were  able 
to  keep  going,  if  only  to  a  limited  extent, 
by  improvisation.  Its  effect  on  the  indus- 
tries supplying  the  trade  with  containers, 
raw  materials,  etc.,  was,  however,  far  more 
disastrous,  and  it  left  as  an  aftermath  a  lee- 
way which  has  still  not  been  recovered.  On 
the  export  side  the  industry  has  accom- 
plished a  notable  effort  in  1946  by  sending 
abroad  no  less  than  £3,628,301  as  against 
a  target  of  £1,662,500  first  set  by  the  Gov- 
ernment and  later  raised  to  £3,000,000.  It 
was  realised,  however,  that  1947  was  likely 
to  be  a  more  difficult  year.  The  severity 
of  the  fuel  crisis  was  something  which  had 
not  quite  been  allowed  for.  No  sooner 
had  that  acute  period  passed  than  a  period 
began  of  increasing  curtailments  of  export 
markets.  By  the  end  of  the  year  there  was 
virtually  only  one  free  market  left  in 
Europe,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  world 
the  position  was  much  the  same.  As  a  can- 
sequence,  competition  in  the  markets  still 
open  became  increasingly  keen,  and  the 
warning  previously  given  that  the  "  sellers' 
market "  conditions  would  soon  cease, 
proved  to  be  only  too  true. 


The  work  which  exporters  in  the  cos 
metic  industry  had  evidently  put  in,  in  pro| 
moting  their  export  trade  on  a  solid  an( 
lasting  basis,  was  shown  to  have  justifie< 
itself,  for,  despite  all  the  difficulties 
exports  of  toilet  preparations  increasec 
month  by  month  during  1947,  though 
must  be  acknowledged  that  part  of  thesi 
increases  was  due  to  the  scramble  to  pus! 
goods  into  markets  in  the  last  remainini 
weeks  before  they  shut  down,  and  it  mus 
be  expected  that  the  closing  months  of  194' 
will  show  some  falling  ofT. 

In  the  autumn  the  new  economic  crisi 
developed,  and  Mr.  Matchan  and  Mi 
Madden  attended  the  meeting  convened  b^ 
Sir  Stafford  Cripps  at  Westminster 
acquaint  the  industry  of  the  Government' 
export  intentions.  Sir  Stafford  Cripps  pre 
sented  export  targets  set  by  the  Govern 
ment  for  each  industry,  and  it  was  learnec 
that  the  toilet  preparations  and  perfumer 
trades  were  to  be  counted  upon  to  hnn\ 
their  exports  by  1948  to  a  monthly  averag* 
of  £400,000,  a  figure  representing  480  pe: 
cent,  of  the  pre-war  rate  of  export.  Th( 
Federation  has  accepted  the  challenge,  pro 
vided  the  Government  carry  out  Si| 
Stafford  Cripps's  assurances  in  regard  t( 
raw  material,  fuel,  etc.,  and  detailed  con 
sultations  with  the  Board  of  Trade  hav( 
commenced. 

Planned  Decontrol 

Meanwhile,  the  decontrol  subcom 
mittee  appointed  by  the  Council  has  beei 
examining  what  further  modifications  i: 
home  trade  control  and  export  bonus  licens 
ing  can  be  recommended  to  fill  the  las 
stage  towards  decontrol.  The  problem  o 
the  smooth  introduction  of  decontrol  wa 
debated  at  general  meetings  and  a  posta 
refe^-endum  was  conducted  to  ascertain  th( 
feelings  of  members  generally.  This  showe( 
a  2  to  I  majority  in  favour  of  a  gradua 
approach  towards  decontrol  by  the  middl 
of  1948,  as  against  immediate  decontrol  or 
January  i,  1948. 

Detailed  information  on  the  applicatior 
of  the  Government's  plans  to  the  toilet  pre^ 
parations  industry  are  not  yet  available,  bui 
it  is  generally  realised  that  firms  not  export- 
ing will  have  to  face  many  difficulties  and 
may,  indeed,  be  compelled,  as  a  result  foi 
example  of  the  witholding  of  raw  material 
except  for  export  use,  to  close  down  alto 
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ether.  The  industry  will  thus  enter  1948! 
dth  a  heavy  task  before  it,  but  it  has 
roved  its  resilience  and  enterprise  in  the 
ast  and  there  will  be  no  lack  of  confidence 
)r  the  future,  despite  the  difficulties. 

Ever  since  the  establishment  of  the 
ederation  consideration  has  been  given 
om  time  to  time  to  the  question  of  price 
laintenance.  So  long  as  demands  on  the 
ome  market  for  toilet  preparations  exceed 
ipply,  the  problem  is  not  of  immediate 
aportance,  but  the  time  will  come  when 

once  again  becomes  a  leading  factor  in 
le  smooth  operation  of  the  industry's  dis- 
ibutive  machinery.  An  important  new 
evelopment  is  the  announcement  by  the 
rovernment  of  a  Committee  of  Inquiry  to 
msider  the  practice  of  the  fixing  by  manu- 
icturers  of  a  minimum  retail  price  or  mar- 
n  and  its  effect  on  supply,  distribution 
nd  consumption ;  the  significant  note  is 
lat  the  Committee  is  requested  to  report 
hether,  in  the  light  of  present  conditions 
nd  particularly  of  the  need  for  maximum 
:onomy  and  efficiency  in  the  production 
id  distribution  of  goods,  any  measures  are 
esirable  to  prevent  or  regulate  its  con- 
nuance. 

rice  Maintenance 

Price  maintenance  is  so  very  widely 
nployed  in  the  cosmetic  and  perfumery 
idustry  that  this  Committee's  findings  may 
ave  a  far-reaching  effect.  The  Federation 
,  therefore,  preparing  to  give  detailed  evi- 
ence  to  the  Committee.  In  regard  to  price 
jntrol,  there  have  been  further  consulta- 
ons  with  the  Central  Price  Regulation 
lommittee,  particularly  in  connection  with 
le  treatment  of  advertising  expenditure  in 
le  calculation  of  costs,  but  no  changes  in 
le  arrangements  agreed  between  the 
ederation  and  the  Committee  were  made, 
'he  developments  in  the  country's  general 
Donomic  situation,  however,  made  it  clear 
lat  the  industry  could  expect  little  relief 
om  purchase  tax ;  indeed,  in  recent  weeks 
)eculations  in  regard  to  increases  in  pur- 
hase  tax  to  be  introduced  in  the  special 
iterim  budget  led  the  Officers  to  feel  that 
i  would  be  a  wise  move  to  try  to  stave  off 
ny  increase  in  the  tax  on  cosmetics  and 
erfumery  by  again  calling  the  Chancellor's 
ttention  to  the  repercussions,  not  only  on 
ome  trade  but  on  exports,  ■  which  the 
xisting  high  rates  involved. 

The  most  difficult  problems  confronting 
he  industry  were   again  probably  those 
rising  out  of  the  acute  short  supply  posi- 
:  ion  of  packaging  and  containers  generally  ; 
t  had  been  hoped  that  the  position  would 


have  been  eased  by  progressive  improve- 
ments, but  the  fuel  crisis  intervened,  and 
the  setback  which  that  caused  has  not  been 
overcome.  The  most  serious  shortage  con- 
tinues to  be  in  bottles  and  jars :  this  is  due 
mainly  to  lack  of  productive  capacity, 
shortage  of  labour  and  raw  materials, 
coupled  with  the  exceptionally  heavy 
priority  demands  made  upon  the  glass 
bottle  industry  by  the  Government.  The 
possibility  of  an  allocation  system  has  been 
studied,  but  the  usage  of  glass  containers 
is  so  widespread  that  any  such  scheme  must 
be  regarded  as  impracticable. 

So  far  as  supplies  of  boxes,  cartons  and 
other  cardboard  containers  are  concerned, 
the  general  situation  has  not  materially 
improved :  this  is  due  to  two  factors — a 
shortage  of  pulp  and  a  shortage  of  skilled 
labour.  Attempts  have  been  made  by 
the  Council  to  secure  the  annulment  of  the 
Packaging  Schedules  of  the  B.S.I,  insofar 
as  they  affect  toilet  preparations.  On  behalf 
of  the  industry  it  has  been  pointed  out  that 
their  retention  seriously  impedes  manufac- 
turers, as  in  many  instances  they  are  forced 
into  the  position  of  having  to  use  two 
separate  packs  for  the  same  product — one 
for  home  trade  and  one  for  export — which 
is  not  an  economic  proposition. 

Among  the  many  miscellaneous  matters 
handled  during  the  course  of  the  year  the 
most  important  was  perhaps  the  work  of  a 
subcommittee  appointed  by  the  Council 
to  prepare  a  report  for  submission  to  the 
Government  on  the  industry's  views  on 
international  trade  barriers,  the  effect  of 
tariff  preferences,  import  prohibitions,  etc., 
for  the  guidance  of  the  Government  in  its 
preparatory  work  for  the  Geneva  Confer- 
ence of  the  United  Nations  on  trade  and 
economic  questions.  This  report  stressed 
the  necessity  for  the  maintenance  of 
Imperial  Preference,  on  the  grounds  especi- 
ally of  its  value  in  assisting  smaller  manu- 
facturers to  "  pioneer "  and  gain  export 
experience  in  Empire  markets.

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PERFUMERY  FEDERATION  DINNER  AND  DANCE 


The  dinner  and  dance  of  the  Toilet  Pre- 
parations and  Perfumery  Manufacturers' 
Federation  of  Great  Britain,  Ltd.,  was  held 
in  London  on  October  23.  The  president 
(Mr.  L.  J.  Matchan),  who  was  in  the  chair, 
was  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Matchan,  and 
supported  by  Mr.  A.  J.  E.  Madden  (chair- 
man of  the  Council  of  the  Federation)  with 
Mrs,  Madden,  officers  and  members  of 
Council,  and  the  secretary  (Mr.  C,  A. 
Williams).  About  450  members  and  guests 
were  present  including  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  J.  Harold  Wilson, 
O.B.E.,  M.P.),  The  Belgian  Ambassador 
(Vicomte  A.  O.  de  Thieusies),  the  High 
Commissioner  for  New  Zealand  (Rt.  Hon. 
W.  J.  Jordan,  P.C.),  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary,  Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  J.  W. 
Belcher)  and  representatives  of  Govern- 
ment departments  concerned  with  the  in- 
dustry. 

Serving  the  Country's  Interests 

In  proposing  the  toast  "  His  Majesty's 
Government,"  the  Chairman  (Mr.  L.  J. 
Matchan)  said  :  "  In  a  gathering  such  as 
this  I  would  think  that  almost  every  politi- 
cal view  is  represented  and  consequently  it 
would  be  a  difficult  task  for  any  of  us 
to  please  everyone  in  dealing  with  the 
toast.  There  is  one  great  thing  that  I  can 
say  about  this  Federation  however — it  has 
never  played  politics  and  I  sincerely  hope 
it  never  will.  At  this  critical  period  the 
first  duty  of  any  organised  industrial  body 
should  be  to  serve  its  country's  interests 
irrespective  of  political  feeling,  and,  if  that 
is  done,  I  am  convinced  that  we  shall  come 
through  our  economic  crisis  with  flying 
colours,  mainly  by  virtue  of  our  own 
endeavours  and  with  the  minimum  of 
external  help. 

One  of  the  hardest  tasks  we  have  had 
since  Government  departments  started  to 
display  interest  in  our  industry  has  been 
to  convince  them  that  besides  being  a  good 
exporting  proposition  we  are  also  an  essen- 
tial industry.  Since  1 940  we  have  successively 
been — worse  than  non-essential — non- 
essential—sufferable — semi-essential  - —  but 
in  recent  weeks  our  policy  of  Governmental 
education  has  achieved  success — and  what 
greater  authority  than  Mr.  Belcher  do  you 
need  for  this?  Last  week  in  Glasgow  he 
said  '  Cosmetics  at  first  glance  might  be 
considered  non-essential — they  are  not.  I 
think  that  if  a  woman  looks  good  she  feels 
good,  and  if  she  feels  good  she  works  better. 
Cosmetics  are  our  highest  export  target  and 


I  would  prefer  that  we  increase  production 
rather  than  have  a  cut  in  the  home 
market.' 

Our  views  on  control  are  well  known  and 
have  been  consistently  the  same.  We  do 
not  want  control  for  the  sake  of  control  but 
neither  do  we  want  decontrol  overnight. 
Over  two-thirds  of  the  numerical  strength 
of  this  Federation  representing  well 
over  80  per  cent,  of  the  monetary  turnover 
in  export  effort  and  the  home  market  of 
this  industry  are  with  me  in  my  view  that 
we  should  have  a  period  of  planned  de- 
control commencing  in  January  before  the 
lid  is  completely  taken  off.  Our  plans  for 
this  have  been  carefully  considered  in  the 
light  of  our  export  target  and  are  now  with 
you.  In  considering  them.  Sir,  we  would 
ask  you  to  bear  in  mind  our  consistently 
good  record  and  recall  that  once  when  the 
Board  of  Trade  decontrolled  part  of  the 
industry  against  our  advice,  within  a 
month  there  was  such  chaos  that  legislation 
had  to  be  introduced  to  bring  back  control. 

And  this  is  where  we  have  not  had  quite 
a  square  deal.  We  are  expected,  in  the 
interests  of  economy,  to  maintain  austerity 
packing  at  home  and  a  fine  packing  for 
abroad.  Please  take  my  word  for  it — ^one 
pack  for  home  and  another  for  export  is,  in 
practice,  the  reverse  of  economy.  I  would 
ask  you  to  see  that  these  harmful  packag- 
ing restrictions  are,  as  promised  two  years 
go,  removed  from  our  industry,  but  if  this 
is  not  done  then  see  to  it  that  the  under- 
taking, given  when  foreign  token  imports 
scheme  was  introduced  that  imported 
goods  would  have  to  suffer  the  same  re- 
strictions as  home  produced  goods,  is  im- 
plemented. Imported  preparations  are 
here  in  all  the  former  packaging  glory,  but 
our  present  standard  of  home  trade  packing 
is  harmful  to  our  reputation. 

Highest  Export  Target 

Turning  to  the  export  side  of  our  indus- 
try we  are  admitted  to  have  a  fine  record 
of  achievement  and  we  are  justly  proud. 
Sir  Stafford  Cripps  has  set  us  a  higher  target 
than  any  other  industry.  The  carrot  that 
he  is  dangling  before  the  nose  of  his  cos- 
metic donkey  until  the  end  of  1948  is 
nearly  five  times  larger  than  in  1938.  We 
are  exhorted  to  export  £4,800,000  during 
1948.  This  is  extremely  high,  particularly 
when  you  realise  the  intense  American, 
French  and  even  local  competition  in  each 
country ;  and  when  you  see  the  apparent 
alacrity  with  which  each  country  in  turn 
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ther  forbids  the  importation  of  our  pro- 
ducts, or  as  in  Eire,  increases  duty  to  lOO  per 
:ent.  The  Government  will,  I  am  sure,  keep 
ts  pledge  of  assistance  in  raw  materials  and 
production,  but  we  now  need  their  assist- 
mce  in  selling.  When  they  are  negotiat- 
ng  trade  treaties — let  them  add  the  words 
Toilet  Preparations  '  to  the  list  of  pro- 
iucts  that  form  the  basis  of  their  negotia- 
ions."  Recently,  continued  Mr.  Matchan, 
>ir  Stafford  Cripps  had  appealed  to  indus- 

Iry  for  maximum  exports  to  Empire  coun- 
ries  and  almost  at  the  same  time  the 
Colonial  Office  had  issued  a  directive  to 
ts  control  authorities  instructing  them  to 
efuse  to  issue  import  licences  for  goods  con- 
idered  to  be  non-essentials.  Would  Mr. 
Wilson  take  up  the  matter  as  one  of  import- 
ince  and  urgency,  with  a  view  to  having 
he  Colonial  Office  directive  rescinded? 

Efforts  of  the  Board  of  Trade 

Mr.  Harold  Wilson^  responding,  said  it 
vas  intended  to  make  every  endeavour  to 
I  eopen  the  export  markets  at  present 
Rlosed  to  British  goods.  One  of  the  objects 
Wm{  the  Colonial  Office  directive  banning  the 
mport  into  the  Colonies  of  classes  of  Brit- 
sh  goods  considered  to  be  non-essential  was 
he  diversion  of  such  goods  to  dollar  mar- 
kets. If  the  goods  of  the  toilet  prepara- 
ions  and  perfumery  industry  intended  for 
[Colonial  markets  were  not  suitable  for  dol- 
ar  markets,  as  had  been  contended,  he 
vould  have  the  matter  looked  into  without 
lelay.  Referring  to  packaging,  Mr.  Wil- 
on  said  they  were  faced  with  enormous 
llifficulties  in  securing  sufficient  satisfactory 
oackaging  materials  for  export.  If  they 
net  the  hoped  for  increased  export  require- 
nents  in  this  respect  he  was  afraid  the 
ount  of  packaging  materials  available 
or  the  home  trade  might  be  even  less  than 
itherto  and  there  was  little  hope  of  im- 
roving  the  quality  of  such  materials.  On 
he  subject  of  the  continued  control  of  the 
ndustry,  Mr.  Wilson  said  he  would  not  be 
xpected  to  make  a  definite  pronouncement 
it  this  juncture.  It  seemed  to  him  that  con- 
rol  was  necessary  to  maintain  the  high 
quality  of  their  products,  if  for  no  other 
eason.  The  submission  made  by  the  Fed- 
ration  for  planned  and  gradual  decontrol 
/v^ould  be  most  carefully  considered.  Given 
he  materials  and  with  continued  co- 
operation between  the  Federation  and  the 
Government  departments  and  provided 
heir  former  overseas  markets  were  re- 
opened to  them,  he  was  confident  the  in- 
ndustry  as  represented  by  the  Federation 
would  reach   the  admittedly  high  export 


target  so  willingly  accepted.  To  achieve 
this  the  exports  of  British  toilet  prepara- 
tions would  have  to  reach  a  value  equal  to 
five  times  that  of  pre-war  exports  and  he 
wished  them  every  success  in  their  efforts. 

Mr.  a.  J.  E.  Madden,  in  proposing 
"  The  Guests  "  referred  to  the  pleasure  it 
had  given  his  Council  and  the  members  of 
the  Federation  to  be  honoured  with  the 
presence  of  many  distinguished  guests, 
which  included  the  newly  appointed  Bel- 
gian Ambassador,  the  High  Commissioner 
for  New  Zealand,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davis 
Factor  (Hollywood),  Mr.  C.  F.  Monier- 
Williams  (Board  of  Trade)  and  other  rep- 
resentatives of  Government  departments 
and  trade  organisations.  Their  tables,  said 
Mr.  Madden,  had  been  graced  and  made 
pleasant  by  the  presence  of  the  ladies. 
Referring  to  trade  matters,  Mr.  Madden 
said  he  was  sorry  that  Belgium  and  New 
Zealand  did  not  at  the  moment  seem  too 
ready  to  admit  their  goods  ;  no  doubt  the 
two  distinguished  representatives  of  those 
countries  they  had  with  them  tonight 
would  see  what  could  be  done  to  improve 
the  position. 

In  his  reply,  on  behalf  of  the  guests,  the 
ViGOMTE  A.  O.  DE  Thieusies  Said  a  meas- 
ure of  equilibrium  between  exports  and  im- 
ports was  necessary  in  order  to  preserve 
the  pleasant  aspects  of  life.  He  had  little 
doubt  that  it  would  give  the  Government 
of  his  country  great  pleasure  to  open  up 
widely  their  market  for  British  goods  if  the 
British  Government  would  do  the  same  for 
Belgian  goods. 

Presentation  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Matchan 

Mr.  a.  J.  E.  Madden  proposed  "  The 
Chairman."  In  presenting  a  handsome 
silver  tea  service  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Matchan, 
Mr.  Madden  said  it  was  a  token  of  the 
high  esteem  in  which  their  president  and 
Mrs.  Matchan  were  held  and  in  recogni- 
tion of  the  tremendous  amount  of  work 
Mr.  Matchan  had  performed  on  behalf  of 
the  Federation  during  his  two  years  as 
their  chairman. 

Mr.  Matchan,  who  was  received  with 
musical  honours,  in  briefly  thanking  the 
members  of  the  Federation  for  the  hand- 
some gift,  said  his  duties  as  their  leader 
during  the  past  two  years  had  often  been 
strenuous  but  he  had  thoroughly  enjoyed 
the  work.  It  was  gratifying  to  him  that 
the  splendid  support  he  had  always  received 
from  Mrs.  Matchan  had  been  so  happily 
recognised.

tlets  in  1948  owing  to  the  shut-down  of 
number  of  important  overseas  markets, 
I  challenge  of  Sir  Stafford  Gripps  to  go 
ead  and  endeavour  still  further  to  in- 
case its  shipments  was  accepted  with- 
t  hesitation  and  cheerfully.  The  Federa- 
•n  representatives  did,  however,  make  it 
iar  that,  in  order  to  succeed,  the  industry 
ast  be  provided  with  adequate  supplies  of 
iential  raw  products,  containers,  and 
ckaging  materials.  The  fullest  co-opera- 
n  and  assistance  in  these  matters,  with  a 
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general  speeding-up  of  departmental  deci- 
sions, was  promised  by  the  Government 
spokesman  in  his  address  to  the  Federation. 

Closure  of  Markets 

The  decision  of  a  number  of  foreign  and 
Empire  countries,  based  on  grounds  of 
economic  necessity,  to  close  their  doors 
against  imports  of  non-essential  goods  is,  in 
our  opinion,  the  chief  obstacle  to  the  con- 
tinued success  of  the  industry's  export 
drive.  Both  at  the  annual  meeting  and  at 
the  dinner  there  was  evidence  that  the 
trade  is  alarmed  at  this  sudden  and  whole- 
sale closure  of  markets  against  its  goods. 
Mr.  Matchan  urged  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  to  act  quickly  and  to  do 
everything  practicable  to  persuade  the 
overseas  governments  concerned  to  re- 
admit British  cosmetics.  Having  called  upon 
the  industry  to  manufacture  nearly  £5 
million  worth  of  goods  for  export  during 
1948,  it  is  the  Government's  first  duty  to 
ensure  that  markets  capable  of  taking  this 
volume  of  goods  are  open  to  the  trade.  It 
is  certainly  worse  than  useless  for  one 
government  department  to  exhort  the  trade 
to  increase  its  exports  while,  at  the  same 
time,  another  department  (the  Golonial 
Office)  issues  a  directive  to  its  control 
authorities  to  shut  their  doors  to  British 
goods,  as  has  happened  quite  recently. 

Planned  Decontrol 

Another  subject  of  importance  dealt  with 
in  the  report  was  that  of  the  decontrol  of 
the  industry.  A  year  ago  planned  and 
gradual  decontrol  was  urged  and  accepted 
by  the  Government,  and  this  policy  has 
been  adhered  to  again  this  year  by  the 
Council  of  the  Federation  and  confirmed 
by  its  members.  It  is  feared,  and  not  with- 
out reason,  that  if  control  were  suddenly 
removed,  particularly  at  this  juncture,  there 
would  be  an  influx  of  new  makers  which 
would  result  in  fierce  competition,  wastage 
of  labour  and  capital,  and  the  production 
of  goods  of  indifferent  quality  with  conse- 
quent harm  to  the  good  repute  in  which 
British  toilet  goods  are  held  in  the  world's 
markets.  From  the  observations  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the 
subject  there  is  good  reason  to  hope  that 
the  Federation's  submission  will  be  accepted. 
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A  Praiseworthy  Record 

Dr.  Katherine  Coward,  who  was  the 
speaker  at  the  Women  Pharmacists'  first 
meeting  of  the  session  recently,  has  a 
unique  title  to  be  regarded  as  an  authority 
on  the  subject  of  her  address :  "  The  His- 
tory of  Biological  Standards  for  Vitamins." 
The  early  development  of  biological  stan- 
dards was,  in  fact,  intimately  bound  up 
with  the  foundation  and  progress  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  nutrition  labora- 
tory. Previously  there  were  no  standards 
for  the  vitamins  (since,  in  the  nature  of 
things,  there  could  be  at  that  time  no 
chemical  standards).  Before  real  progress 
could  be  made  in  exploiting  the  vitamins 
to  promote  human  health  and  nutrition, 
some  yardstick  of  comparison  was  essential. 
The  one  adopted  in  the  Society's  labora- 
tory was  admittedly  of  a  rather  rough  and 
ready  kind,  but  it  served  its  turn.  Some  of 
the  standards  devised  by  Dr.  Coward  and 
her  collaborators  were,  in  fact,  so  difficult 
to  improve  upon  that  they  were  adopted  in 
turn  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  and 
by  the  1931  International  Conference  on 
Vitamin  Standards,  and  their  originator 
must  have  proved  a  valuable  member  of 
the  Committee  upon  Accessory  Food  Fac- 
tors set  up  jointly  by  the  M.R.C.  and  the 
Lister  Institution  of  Preventive  Medicine. 
Neverthless,  as  Dr.  Coward  (quoting  Sir 
Henry  Dale)  pointed  out  in  her  lecture, 
"  the  object  of  every  committee  concerned 
with  biological  standardisation  is  self- 
extermination,"  and,  as  chemical  standards 
become  available  for  one  after  another  of 
the  vitamins,  the  need  for  biological  stan- 
dards will  disappear.  Another  International 
Conference  is  planned  for  1948,  and  it  is 
not  impossible  that  the  Conference  may 
herald  the  doom  of  the  remaining  biological 
standards  which  apply  to  vitamin  products. 
So  far  as  the  Nutrition  Department  of  the 
Pharmacological  Laboratories  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  has  concentrated  upon 
biological  tests,  its  usefulness  will  then 
diminish.  However,  it  would  be  regrettable 
that  a  constructive  and  enlightened  move 
such  as  the  Society  made  in  establishing 
the  department— a  move,  moreover,  which 
has  brought  credit  to  the  profession  of 
pharmacy— should  pass  unnoticed  into  his- 
tory.   The  most  satisfactory  ending  would 
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be  a  new  beginning  in  another  field  off(U 
ing    equal    opportunity    for  enlighteni 

service  to  the  community,  and  t) 
announcement  recently  that  the  Society 
setting  up  a  laboratory  to  deal  with  the  u 
of  radioactive  tracer  elements  in  physi 
logical  and  chemotherapeutic  probler 
suggests  that  something  of  the  sort  may  1 
taking  place. 

Cancer  Death  Rates 

Light  on  the  local  distribution  in  Englar 
and  Wales  of  different  types  of  cancer 
thrown  by  a  monograph  published  I 
H.M.  Stationery  Office  ("  Studies  in  Med 
cal  and  Population  Subjects,  No,  i 
Regional  and  Local  Differences  in  Cana 
Death  Rates,"  by  Percy  Stocks,  M.E 
D.P.H.,  price  one  shilling).  A  prefatoi 
note  by  the  Registrar-General  says  thi 
every  year  more  than  70,000  people  i 
England  and  Wales  die  from  cancer — moi 
in  one  year  than  were  killed  by  bombs  an 
rockets  in  nearly  six  years  of  war.  The  ne^ 
monograph  deals  more  extensively  with  th 
statistics  of  cancer  distribution  than  : 
practicable  within  the  limits  of  the  Regis 
trar-General's  annual  review.  Amon 
other  facts,  it  shows  that  while  a  country 
man  is  less  likely  than  a  city  dweller  t 
suffer  from  cancer,  he  is  more  likely  t 
have  cancer  of  the  stomach  if  he  has  cance 
at  all.  In  North  Wales  particularly,  th 
female  death  rates  for  stomach  cancer  ar 
74-103  per  cent,  above  the  average  rate 
for  England  and  Wales.  Because  the  inci 
dence  of  all  types  of  cancer  is  so  mucl 
greater  in  urban  than  in  rural  areas,  th 
death  rate  for  stomach  cancer  at  early  age 
is  also  greater  and  is  clearly  associated  witl 
such  factors  as  social  class  and  housing 
density.  In  towns  with  the  poorest  aver 
age  social  conditions,  the  death  rate  o] 
women  between  forty-five  and  sixty-foui 
tends  to  be  high  for  cancer  of  the  stomach 
and  uterus,  and  low  for  cancer  of  the  breasi 
and  ovary,  while  in  towns  with  the  besl 
social  conditions,  rates  tend  to  be  low  for 
stomach  cancer  but  high  for  ovarian  can- 
cer. An  analysis  of  death  rates  in  twenty 
of  the  largest  towns  of  England  and  Wales 
suggests  either  that  the  smokiness  of  the 
atmosphere  tends  to  produce  lung  cancer, 
or  that  sunlight  tends  to  prevent  it. 
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REPORT  ON  ECONOMIC  CRISIS 


E  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
lished  the  text  of  a  report  entitled 
he  Economic  Crisis  "  adopted  by  its 
uncil  at  a  special  meeting  held  on  Sep- 
ber  30.  The  report  states  that  the 
mary  short-term  problem  in  Britain,  as 
most  other  countries  of  Europe,  is  to  ob- 
food  and  raw  materials,  coal  being  the 
st  critical.  Given  adequate  quantities 
these  the  country  can,  by  hard  work, 
)uild  her  economy ;  the  same  is  true  of 
}  other  countries.  Restoration  could 
3ceed  rapidly  if,  in  addition,  capital 
Liipment  could  be  imported. 
The  devastated  countries  should  be  en- 
Liraged  to  restore  and  develop  their 
riculture  and  output  of  raw  materials, 
ncurrently  with  industries,  such  as  trans- 
rt,  without  which  rehabilitation  of  prim- 
y  production  cannot  be  carried  out. 

Mistake  to  be  Avoided 

The  Chamber  is  concerned  that  the  mis- 
ce  of  starting  too  many  projects  at  once 
all  not  be  repeated  in  Europe.    It  con- 
lers  that  rapidly  to  re-establish  manufac- 
ring  industries  in  Central  Europe  would 
it  automatically  solve  Britain's  economic 
isis.    The  opinion  is  strongly  held  that 
e  greatest  contribution  this  country  can 
ike,  both  towards  its  own  salvation  and 
at  of  Western  Europe,  is  to  concentrate 
>on  developing  fresh  sources  of  food  and 
w  materials.    Not  only  should  the  closest 
nsultation  on  the  subject  take  place  with 
e  Dominions  at  once,  but  immediate  steps 
ould  also  be  taken  to  find  out  from  the 
olonial    Empire   what   additional  food- 
uffs  and  raw  materials    they   would  be 
.pable  of  producing  with  full  assistance, 
chnical  and  otherwise,  from  this  country. 
The  view  that  world  shortage  of  food- 
ufTs  is  temporary  ignores  the  awakening 
;  people  all  over  the  world  to  the  import- 
ice  of  nutrition  to  their  lives  and  health. 
:  surpluses  arise  in  one  part  of  the  world 
ley  will  be  due,  in  large  measure,  to  an 
utmoded  and  now    inefficient  system  of 
iternational  payments.  Shortage  of  dollars 
not  a  U.K.  but  a  world  problem.  Even 
the  U.K.  were   able   to  close   the  gap 
etween   import   and   export    values,  the 
lajor   problem   of  dollar   scarcity  would 
emain   unsolved.    For  five    weeks,  from 
uly  15  to  August  20,  1947,  Great  Britain 
ook  upon  its  shoulders  the  responsibility 
or  providing  the  world's  need  of  dollars  for 
urrent  transactions.    The  disastrous  result 
f   this   action    was    inevitable,    and  the 


Chamber  trusts  that  the  Government  will 
make  representations  to  the  United  States 
Government  that  the  Loan  condition  under 
which  it  was  done  has  proved  incapable  of 
fulfilment.  At  this  moment  of  crisis 
Britain  cannot  afford  to  make  exports  which 
do  not  enable  her  to  buy,  directly  or 
through  third  countries,  the  things  needed 
for  survival.  It  would  have  been  better 
had  the  goods  lost  by  bad  debts  been  made 
available  in  the  home  market,  thus  raising 
morale  and  creating  incentive. 

Position  of  U.S.  and  Canada 

It  is  evident  that  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada 
are,  and  must  remain  for  many  years,  the 
main  sources  to  which  the  devastated 
countries  of  Europe,  including  Britain, 
must  look  for  food  and  certain  raw  mater- 
ials. Even  if  the  United  States  were  pre- 
pared to  take  imports  from  the  world  to 
a  value  of  £5,000  millions  instead  of 
£2,000  millions,  it  would  be  quite  beyond 
the  present  productive  capacity,  labour,  or 
raw  material  resources  of  the  war-shattered 
nations  to  increase  their  exports  on  that 
scale.  In  fact,  America  would  not  be  pre- 
pared to  take  such  an  immense  volume  of 
imports.  It  is  also  a  mistake  to  suppose 
that  the  internal  stability  of  the  American 
economy  requires  an  export  surplus  of  such 
dimensions,  or  that  present  exports  are  being 
made  without  a  measure  of  sacrifice  on  the 
part  of  the  American  people.  One  reason 
this  assistance  is  being  given  is  a  wide- 
spread desire  amongst  the  American  people 
to  help  on  moral  grounds.  From  many 
contacts  with  American  business  men,  the 
Chamber  is  convinced  that  their  point  of 
view  is  not  appreciated  in  this  country. 
They  expected  the  Loan  to  be  used  to  give 
maximum  opportunity  to  restore  the  coun- 
try's economy.  They  point  out  that,  ex- 
cellent and  desirable  in  themselves  as  many 
of  the  new  British  social  services  and  other 
benefits  are,  they  are  being  provided  out 
of  money  lent  for  a  quite  different  purpose. 

The  old  system  of  international  free 
trade  in  money  is  considered  unworkable 
under  the  totally  changed  conditions  of  the 
twentieth  century.  A  far  better  system 
would  be  multilateral  contra  accounts 
between  the  nations.  Under  such  a  system 
a  nation  would  acquire  credits  when  it  ex- 
ported. It  could  only  clear  those  credits 
when  it  imported,  thus  creating  a  contra 
account.  It  need  not  necessarily  import 
from  the  country  to  which  it  sold  but,  if  it 
wished  to  take  payment,  could  do  so  only 
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by  importing  from  the  world  to  the  value 
of  its  exports  (visible  and  invisible)  to  the 
world.  Credits  so  created  would  have  an 
agreed  life.  The  system  would  render 
unnecessary  dissensions  between  the  nations 
on  the  subject  of  their  tariffs  and  other 
trade  barriers.  If  they  chose  to  maintain 
high  tariffs  against  imports,  they  would 
automatically  restrict  their  own  exports. 
That  would  be,  and  should  remain,  entirely 
a  matter  for  their  own  decision.  At  pres- 
ent, so  long  as  nations  have  no  guarantee 
that  a  willing  seller  to  the  world  is  neces- 
sarily a  willing  buyer  from  it,  imports  may 
result  in  buying  nations  finding  them- 
selves with  unpayable  debts. 

If  Great  Britain  were  to  take  the  lead 
now  in  instituting  a  system  of  payment  by 


multilateral  contra  account,  it  is  yet  pos 
sible  that  the  tendency  towards  nationa 
self-sufficiency    might    be    checked.  Th( 
Chamber  believes  that  the  system  woul 
attract  into  its  orbit  most,  if  not  all,  th 
trading  nations  of  the  world.    It  is  though 
that  the  countries  of  the  British  Common 
wealth  and  Empire  would  readily  join  sue 
a  group,  which  would  have  attractions  als 
for    the    United    States.    The  U.S.S.R 
would  find  that  the  basis  of  its  criticism  oj 
the  free  enterprise  system  had   been  re 
moved.    The  report  concludes  with  a  pie 
that,  because  the  Chamber  is,  perhaps,  ir 
closer  and  more  intimate  contact  with  over 
seas  trade  than  any  other  trade  organisa 
tion    in   the    country,   its   criticisms  and 
counsels  should  be  given  full  consideration 


BIOLOGICAL  STANDARDS  FOR  VITAMINS

speaker. 

Dr.  Coward  said  that  in  the  early  days 
there  had  been  no  standards  by  which  vita- 
mins could  be  determined.  Vitamins  A 
and  D  in  fats  were  roughly  measured  by  the 
amount  of  growth  shown  in  test  animals  fed 
on  varying  quantities  of  different  fats.  It 
was  early  realised  that  cod-liver  oil  was 
rich  in  both  vitamins  and  that  some  method 
of  standardisation  was  necessary.  Dr.  Burn 
and  his  colleagues  in  the  Society's  pharma- 
cological laboratories  had  worked  on  the 
problem  and  the  standard  used  in  the  lab- 
oratories was  adopted  in  1930  for  the  whole 
of  the  British  Isles.  In  1931  an  inter- 
national conference  on  vitarnin  standardisa- 
tion was  held  and  it  was  decided  to  prepare 
quantities  of  standard  vitamin  preparations 
against  which  any  sample  could  be  tested 
by  tests  on  animals.  The  following  stand- 
ards were  adopted  :  Vitamin  D,  a  solution 
of  irradiated  ergosterol  (i  mgm.=  i  unit)  ; 
vitamin  A,  a  solution  of  carotene  in  oil 
(0.001  mgm.=  i  unit);  vitamin  B,  an  ad- 
sorption product  on  fuller's  earth  (10  mgm. 
=  I  unit) ;  vitamin  C,  the  freshly  expressed 
juice  of  a  lemon  (o.i  cc.=  i  unit). 

At  a  second  international  conference  held 
in  1934  the  standards  were  reviewed  in  the 
light  of  new  knowledge.    The  standard  for 


vitamin  A  was  replaced  by  a  purer  prepara 
tion  of  /3-carotene  (o.6jit  gm.  =  i  unit), 
spectrophotometric  test  was  allowed  but  the 
biological  assay  was  regarded  as  the  funda 
mental  criterion.      The  previous  standard 
for  vitamin  D  was  still  available  in  sufii 
cient  quantity  and  had  good  keeping  quali 
ties  but  it  had  been  found  that  its  activity 
was  due  to  more  than  one  factor  so  that 
results  of  tests  varied  according  to  the  test 
animals  used.    It  was  decided  that  a  new 
standard   would    become   necessary.  By 
1934  pure  ascorbic  acid  had  been  synthe 
sised  so  that  biological  assay  for  vitamin 
had   become   unnecessary.     The  original 
standard  for  vitamin  B  was  not  changed. 

Since  1934.  said  Dr.  Coward,  much  work 
has  been  done  on  the  vitamins  and  a  further 
conference  was  to  be  held  in  1948.  A  num 
ber  of  vitamins  had  been  prepared  in  the 
pure  state,  and  it  was  likely  that  chemical 
assays  would  replace  biological  assays. 
Vitamin  E  has  been  investigated  for  some 
years,  but  its  therapeutic  value  had  not  been 
proved. 

Dr.  Coward  gave  examples  of  the  in- 
valuable information  which  could  be  ob-, 
tained  by  detailed  statistical  examination  of 
the  results  of  routine  tests.  Exhaustive 
analysis  of  figures  obtained  during  routine 
tests  for  vitamin  A  had  shown  that  it  was 
unnecessary  to  carry  on  the  tests  for  more 
than  three  to  four  weeks  and  for  a  given 
degree  of  accuracy  twice  as  many  female 
rats  as  male  rats  needed  to  be  used.  Dr. 
Coward  concluded  by  recalling  a  remark  of 
Sir  Henry  Dale  that  the  ultimate  object  of 
anyone  concerned  in  biological  standardisa- 
tion was  "  self-extermination,"  and  this  was 
taking  place  in  the  vitamin  field. 
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DRUG  SUPPLIES  AND  THE  N.(W.)F. 


NUMBER  of  pharmacists  have  reported 
Sculty  in  obtaining  supplies  to  meet  pre- 
iptions  written  according  to  the  third 
ition  of  the  National  (War)  Formulary, 
47,  which  came  into  use  on  October  i. 
e  invited  a  chemist  in  retail  business  in 
)rth  London  to  answer  a  number  of  ques- 
ns  on  his  experience  of  the  new  formu- 
•y.    His  replies  are  given  below  :  — 

(1)  Have  you  been  able  to  obtain  ade- 
ate  supplies  of  items  which  were  not  in- 
ided  in  the  previous  edition  of  the 
mulary? 

Not  in  every  instance ;  for  example,  I 
ve  had  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  papa- 
rine  hydrochloride,  adrenaline  and  atro- 
le  methylnitrate. 

(2)  Has  it  been  possible  to  obtain  the 
ctures  which  replace  concentrated  tinc- 
'es  and  liquid  extracts  used  in  the  pre- 
>us  edition? 

I  have  been  able  to  obtain  small  quanti- 
s  of  most  of  the  tinctures.  Tincture  of 
ecacuanha,  oxymel  of  squill  and  codeine 
osphate  are  in  very  short  supply. 

(3)  Have  you  been  able  to  obtain  sup- 
ies  of  ammonium  bicarbonate  to  replace 
nmonium  carbonate? 

At  first  the  bicarbonate  was  very  difficult 
obtain — only  one  drug  house  of  the  five 
tried  had  any  stocks.  The  position  is  a 
;tle  easier  now,  but  what  advantage  has 
e  bicarbonate  over  the  carbonate,  which 
IS  been  used  for  centuries  with  good 
■Feet? 

(4)  Has  the  adoption  of  the  new  formu- 
ry  left  you  with  any  redundant  stocks? 
Yes,  but  they  will  have  to  be  "  liqui- 

ated  "  (e.g.,  in  "  own-name  "  preparations) 
avoid  loss  especially  the  fluid  extracts. 

(5)  Has  the  new  formulary  proved  a  help 
r  a  hindrance  at  the  dispensing  counter? 

It  makes  little  difference.  None  of  the 
ew  preparations  should  present  any  serious 
ispensing  difficulty. 

Co-ordination 

In  preparation  for  October  i,  I  asked 
epresentatives  of  various  drug  firms  for  the 
lew  items.  Some  had  no  knowledge  of 
hem  ;  others  had  no  stocks  and  were  not 
)repared  to  meet  the  new  demand.  No 
teps  seem  to  have  been  taken  by  them  to 
tudy  the  requirements  of  the  new  formu- 
ary,  and  the  wholesalers  seem  to  have  had 
10  knowledge  of  the  changes  until  the 
new  formulary  was  actually  being  distri- 
3Uted.    There  would  appear  to  have  been 


no  co-ordination  between  the  compilers,  the 
drug  houses,  and  the  actual  man  who  is 
expected  to  supply  the  public  with  its 
medicine  on  a  given  date,  namely,  the 
pharmacist  in  retail  business.

Sir, — There  are  indications  in  a  number 
of  quarters  that  the  medical  profession  does 
not  yet  realise  that  quinine  is  now  free  of 
all  Government  control  and  that  supplies 
are  freely  available  for  dispensing  purposes 
and  for  retail  sale.  You  may  think  it 
desirable  to  give  publicity  to  a  fact  which 
ought  to  be  more  generally  known.

Coupons  for  Baby  Foods 

Sir, — I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the 
letter  [given  in  an  abridged  form  below]  I 
sent  recently  to  the  Minister  of  Food.  My 
suggestions  arise  from  experience.  In  my 
opinion  there  is  an  obvious  necessity  for 
a  uniform  system  of  marking,  and  an  agreed 
optimum  number  per  week  or  period. 

Systemist. 

As  a  retail  pharmacist  I  heartily  applaud  the 
introduction  of  the  Order  (S.R.  &  O.,  1947,  No. 
2 1 51).  As  a  member  of  an  Executive  Council, 
and  a  member  of  many  other  committees,  and  as  a 
member  of  the  local  urban  district  council,  I  have 
seen  the  drastic  necessity  for  the  Order  for  some 
months  past. 

I  have  some  concrete  suggestions  to  make  to  you, 
in  respect  of  para.  3  (b),  as  there  is  a  diversity  of 
opinion  and  method  in  the*  marking  of  the  appro- 
priate week  square.  If  one  tin  per  week  per  infant 
were  practicable,  no  problem  would  arise.  If 
the  Ministry  were  to  direct  all  retailers  that  a 
small  figure  i,  enclosed  within  a  circle,  were  to  be 
the  cancellation  mark,  as  many  as  three  could  be 
introduced  into  the  small  square.  I  enclose  a  cutting 
from  a  recent  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
I  humbly  suggest  to  you  that  the  method  of  mark- 
ing there  suggested  is  impracticable,  for  the  thir- 
teenth week  of  the  ration  period  is  bound  to  lie 
between  October  12  and  18.  I  suggest,  moreover, 
that  there  should  be  an  optimum  number  of  tins 
that  may  be  purchased  in  one  week.  Unless  such 
an  optimum  is  agreed  upon,  I  suggest  that  there 
will  continue  to  be  a  shortage  of  dried  milk  foods. 
The  maximum  number  per  week  is  required  for  the 
first  six  months  of  the  baby's  life,  with  a  slight 
reduction  up  to  nine  months;  certainly  only  one  tin 
weekly  is  needed  after  the  twelve  months.  The 
supply  position,  of  course,  is  the  answer  to  all 
limitations.  I  personally  would  bear  the  expense 
of  having  a  discussion  with  you,  dieticians,  manu- 
facturers, suppliers,  etc.,  if  you  think  it  would  help.

[he  October  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was 
held  in  Dublin  on  October  14.  Mr.  J.  K. 
Whelehan  (president)  in  the  chair.  Also 
present  were  Messrs.  P.  A.  Brady,  J.  Glee- 
son,  P.  C.  Cahill,  F.  X.  Meagher,  C.  J. 
Cremen,  P.  Fullam,  B.  C.  Sullivan, 
M.  Costello,  H.  P.  Corrigan,  P.  Brooke- 
Kelly,  G.  C.  O'Neill,  R.  Daly,  P.  F. 
McGrath,  T.  C.  Scott,  J.  P.  Kissane, 
N.  A.  P.  McKane,  M.  Power,  F.  Loughman, 
T.  D.,  and  T.  B.  O'Sullivan.  An  apology 
for  absence  was  received  from  Mr.  J.  A. 
O'Rourke.  The  President  welcomed  Mr. 
Sullivan  on  his  first  attendance  at  a  Council 
meeting. 

Election  of  President 

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion of  officers.  The  President  proposed 
as  president  Mr.  P.  A.  Brady,  who,  he 
said,  had  served  as  president  of  the  Irish 
Drug  Association,  and  on  the  Council  of 
the  Society,  for  some  years.  Mr.  Brady,  as 
vice-president,  had  ably  served  Mr.  Whele- 
han for  two  years,  and  his  wisdom  and 
mature  consideration  had  proved  invalu- 
able. Mr.  F.  X.  Meagher,  seconding,  said 
the  present  strength  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  was  largely  due  to  Mr.  Brady's 
tact  and  geniality  in  the  Association's  dif- 
ficult times.  Mr.  Brady  had  contributed 
greatly  to  the  success  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  held  in  DubHn  in 
1929.  The  motion  was  carried  unanim- 
ously. Amidst  applause,  Mr.  Brady  took 
the  chair  as  President,  and  after  he  had 
been  invested  with  the  badge  of  office, 
said  he  was  deeply  conscious  of  the  honour 
the  Council  had  conferred  upon  him.  The 
outgoing  president,  Mr.  Whelehan,  had 
done  work  for  pharmacy  during  the  past 
two  years  that  was  unequalled.  During 
the  coming  years,  with  the  support  of  the 
Council,  Mr.  Brady  said  he  would  do  all 
that  was  in  his  power  to  conduct  as  well 
as  possible  the  duties  of  his  new  office.

Mr.  Scott  was  then 
elected  Vice-president. 

Mr.  Cahill  moved  the  re-election  of  Mr. 
Gleeson  as  treasurer.  The  coming  year, 
said  Mr.  Cahill,  would  be  a  difficult  one 
in  the  finances  of  the  Society,  and  the 
Council  would  be  glad  to  have  the  services 
of  Mr.  Gleeson,  in  whom  they  had  the

Both  Mr.  Gleeson  and  the  Presiden 
agreed  that  the  suggestion  was  excellen 
It  was  agreed  that  in  future  the  accouni 
for  law  costs  should  be  made  up  on  th 
lines  suggested  by  Mr.  Meagher. 

Mr.  Meagher  suggested'  that,  to  enabl 
country  members  to  be  present,  the  La\\ 
Schools  and  House  Committees  should  me- 
the  same  day  as  the  Council.  Messr

Mr.  Brooke-Kelly,  discussing  the  in- 
reased  subscription  for  membership,  said 
e  had  had  a  complaint  from  some  of  the 
Ider  members  ;  one  old  member,  who  had 
een  paying  into  the  Society  for  over  forty 
ears,  thought  the  fee  for  older  people 
hould  not  be  increased.  Mr.  Glee  son 
aid  he  sympathised  with  the  older  mem- 
•ers,  but  expenses  had  increased  consider- 
bly  from  the  time  when  the  subscription 
k^as  £1  IIS.  6d.  It  would  be  difficult  to 
leal  with  isolated  cases,  and  a  special  regu- 
ation  would  be  necessary. 

Mr.  Kissane  asked  whether  certain 
ompanies  had  a  legal  right  (he  knew  they 
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had  no  moral  right,  he  said)  to  withhold 
certain  lines  from  chemists.  Two  com- 
panies had  refused  to  supply  certain  veter- 
inary products  through  a  chemist  and  had 
insisted  on  supplying '  direct  to  the  veter- 
inary surgeon.  The  refusal  seemed  to 
imply  that  chemists  were  not  competent  to 
handle  such  drugs.  Mr.  McKane  said 
action  against  firms  which  were  confining 
to  veterinary  surgeons  lines  which  chemists, 
by  their  licence,  were  entitled  to  sell  could 
be  taken  through  the  chemists'  associations 
in  the  country.  Mr.  Loughman  wondered 
if  the  purpose  of  the  companies  was  to  pre- 
vent such  preparations  getting  into  the 
hands  of  unqualified  persons.  Under  a  Bill 
introduced  recently  in  the  Dail  the  sale  of 
certain  commodities  would  be  restricted  to 
certain  people,  and,  where  pharmaceutical 
preparations  were  concerned,  chemists 
would  be  consulted.  The  President  said 
that  an  undertaking  by  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  that  only  properly  qualified  per- 
sons would  be  allowed  to  handle  any  such 
preparation  supplied  to  him,  should  be  suf- 
ficient safeguard.  Mr.  Brooke-Kelly  said 
no  restrictions  of  any  kind  should  be  placed 
on  the  chemist  who  had  a  licence  to  dis- 
pense medicines  of  all  kinds  ;  no  exception 
should  be  made  in  the  case  of  the  veterinary 
surgeon.  Mr.  Loughman  thought  the 
Society  should  write  to  one  of  the  com- 
panies concerned  for  an  explanation.  Mr. 
Kissane  said  if  the  process  continued,  such 
firms  might  insert  a  wedge  between  doctor 
and  chemist,  as  was  already  being  done 
in  the  case  of  penicillin.  Mr.  Power  said 
country-wide  propaganda  was  being  con- 
ducted to  prevent  the  sale  of  veterinary 
lines  through  chemists.  Mr.  McKane  saw 
no  point  in  carrying  on  negotiations  with 
the  veterinary  organisations ;  the  dispute 
was  with  the  manufacturers.  After  further 
discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  registrar 
should  write  to  the  company  concerned, 
and  that  Mr.  Kissane  should  raise  the  trade 
aspect  of  the  matter  with  the  Irish  Drug 
Association. 

Mr.  Cahill  referring  to  a  special  regula- 
tion under  which  apprentices  serving  in 
the  Army  during  the  emergency  were  given 
special  exemptions,  mentioned  a  case  of  a 
man,  serving  in  the  permanent  Army,  who 
was  seeking  the  exemptions.  Mr.  Whele- 
han  said  the  exemptions  were  intended  to 
apply  only  during  the  emergency,  which  was 
over.  It  was  decided  on  Mr.  Cahill's  sug- 
gestion to  ask  the  Society's  law  adviser  to 
clarify  the  position. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  agreed 
to  invest  £500  in  savings  certificates. 
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Spot  quotations  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals  represent  the  prices  for  wholesale  quant 
ties  of  standard  quality.

The    markets   for   Pharmaceutical  and 


Fine  Chemicals  have  been  without  mater- 
ial alteration  during  the  past  week  with 
prices  in  all  sections  fully  maintained  at 
previously  quoted  rates.  Demand  con- 
tinues to  be  brisk  both  in  home  and  export 
trade,  with  few  improvements  in  supplies. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  lull  in  activity  in  Crude  Drugs  per- 
sists, although  there  is  no  lack  of  inquiry 
from  the  Continent  for  items  which  require 
dollars  for  their  purchase.  There  has  been 
a  good  volume  of  inquiry  for  Agar  with 
little  on  the  spot.  No  signs  of  any  ship- 
ments of  the  Hongkong  material  purchased 
recently  are  evident ;  shippers  are  asking 
for  an  extension  of  shipping  dates  which 
suggests  that  the  goods  were  not  available 
at  the  time  of  purchase.  It  is  understood 
that  no  further  import  licences  are  being 
granted  for  Benzoin  until  the  New  Year. 
There  are  however  fair  stocks  available  on 
the  spot  of  good  almondy  block,  which  are 
said  to  be  adequate  for  domestic  consumers' 
requirements.  Round  Buchu  is  becoming 
scarce  on  the  spot.  Calabar  beans  is 
firmer  at  origin  and  spot  is  quoted  fraction- 
ally dearer.  Cardamoms  is  a  dull  item 
with  prices  unchanged  on  the  week.  There 
are  apparently  to  be  some  exports  of 
Chamomiles  from  Belgium  after  all  but 
prices  will  be  high,  at  around  12s.  6d.  per 
lb.,  delivered  London.  Gamboge,  Siam 
pipe,  is  easier  on  the  spot.  Ipecacuanha 
is  also  an  easier  market.  Quotations  for 
Jamaican  Ginger  on  the  spot  are  higher. 
In  other  spice  items  from  that  source  there 
is  little  activity ;  it  was  reported  recently 
that  the  Kingston  market  for  Mace  and 
Nutmegs  was  unsatisfactory,  but  a  renewal 
of  activity  is  expected  shortly.  Extensive 
stocks  of  Pimento  are  still  held  in  Jamaica 
from  the  last  crop,  while  collections  of  new- 
crop  have  started  and  good  supplies  are 
going  to  market.
